The tea trade is tne great staple monopoly of the 
East tndia Company, and requires to be brought into general compe- 
tition more than any other monopoly whatever. As to the East India 
sugar, if the duties were equalized, it could never, on the ground of 
freight alone, contend with West India sugar in the British market. 
Why does it not compete with the Brazil, Cuba, and Si. Domingo 
sugar in the German and Baltic market, &c.? It can be freely ox- 
ported thither, and if it does not answer the merchant’s speculation 
in those countries, how can we expect it to do so in the English 
market ? -

MR. WHITMORE rose to bring forward his motion repecting the 
present state of our trade with India. Previous to the year 1814, an 
entire monopoly of this trade was possessed by the Kast India Com- 
pansy) bat by the renewal of the charter, ia that year, the monopo- 
ly of the Company was invaded, except so far as regarded China.— 
At that time it was held by many that no consideralle extension of 
trade was possible. [1 was never dreamt that the cotton trade could 
be materially advanced, or that a great demand could grow up for 
the other staple manufactures of this country. It was thought that 
perhaps there might be a small additional export of woollen goods, 
and of a few articles of luxury: but that we should largely import raw 
produce of India growth, and send it back to India in a manufactar- 
ed state, was what nobody conceived. It was indeed an extraordi- 
naty achievement of manufacturing and commercial energy aud 
skill, that England, where the wages of labour is seven times as dear 
asin India, should take the raw produce of India, bringing it half 
round tbe globe, and send it back again in a Manufactwwred form, — 
Ile proeeeded to shew the progress which the trade of this coustry 
with ladia had made since the year 1814. He regretted that the re- 
@urns were not perfect toa later period than }822, but he should be 
vibied to shew an astonishing improvement during this limited pe- 
ritd.

The evils of Ireland and of ludia, arose fromthe same caus- 
es, excess of population, and its natural consequence, low wages.—

This 
plan of a con-consumption agreement had been recommended some 
time back; but if acted upon at all it was very onsucerssfal, for th: 
consumption of sugar had greatly increased. That of last year had 
exceeded the consumption of any antecedent year, aud brought in 
a clear revenue of five millions after payment of all drawbacks.— 
[Uear, hear.] When projects for the exteasion of trade were pro- 
posed, it was usual ta assign the prevailing distress as ove cause: 
but he was most happy to say, that at the preseut time, a great iin- 
provement was visible in the mauutacturing districts. He fully ad- 
mitted that it was the duty of Government to watch every opportu- 
nity for opening the chauncls of trade, but they were bound also to 
regulate their conduct so as not to sacrifice one interest While they 
were promoting the views of another, The East Indies might he 
vich (vn all tropical productions + but they must consider that betore 
they hac recourse to the East ladies for their productions, they had 
encouraged the growth of similar prodyctions in their West India 
Colonies. When the trade ta the East was first opened, what they 
brought from there was vot sugar, or raw silk, or cotten. ‘The 
trade was carried on principally in goods manulactured in thai 
country. For these they were obliged to pay in the precious me. 
tals obtained by the sale of their own manufactures in vither parts 
of the world. It would be cruel if those who hitherto supyilied then 
with the raw material fos their manufactures were now, on a sudden, 
to be shut out from any of the benéfits they had previously enjoyed 
It should be recollected that very iraportant changes hiid taken 
place since 1813 in the trada to the Rast Indies. Relaxaticnns since 
then &ere gradually introduced, and by the recammendation of the 
Board of Controul, further concessions were obtained towards open- 
ing the trade. It was cheering to hear the statements of Mit. Whit- 
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out of consideration, they might inflict evils it one quarter, which 
would more than counterbalance the good done in another. (Hear. 
hear.]_ Mr. Whitmore had truly observed, that the monopoly of 
sugar id not greatly enhance the price of that article. Their colo- 
nies produced fifty or sixty thousand hogsheads more than was ne- 
cessary fur the consumption of this country. This, together with 
the sugar of the Brazils, of Cuba, of St. Domingo, and other islands, 
found its way inte the general market of the world; and the price in 
the general market of course regulated the market here. The mo- 
nopoly, therefore could have but little if any effect. He must entire- 
ly reject the argument drawn from slavery in favour of the importa- 
tion of East Indiasugar. {f an abundant supply couhl be had from 
the East Indies at a low price why was it that other countries did 
not import it? There was nething to prevent them from going to 
Calcutta or tothe Eastern Archipelago. He felt convinced that the 
importation here would not be much increased by taking off the du- 
ty. The fact was, that East India sugar was broug! here as a sort 
of dead weight, and could never reach this country in large: quanti- 
ties, unless other branches of their trade withthe East were greatly 
extended, and that sugar was brought merely as ballast. He nvust, 
however. admit that the present state of the law, as it respected the 
sugar trade and drawbacks, was not quite the most satisfactory. 
The subject was beset with difficulties, and he should not think it 
advisable to embark in so large an inquiry at this period of the ses- 
sion. In his opinion the trade to the East and West Indies might be 
gradually extended without injury toeither. He would not say that 
the existing difference of duty on the article of cotton was not a fit 
subject for reconsideration, [t was clear that the trade with the 
East Indies cou'd not be extended unless the population there had 
something to offer in exchange for British manufactures. He thought 
therefore, that cotton, the production of that country, ought to be 
placed on the same footing as that which was the growth of other 
parts of the British dominions Silk was another article worthy of 
serious cousideration. Materialfalterations had been lately made in 
the state of the law, as it affected the raw silk of India He believed 
that ere long, in consequence of the changes in the trade at home, 
the manufaciurers of this country would be avle to export silk goods 
advantageously to India. With respect to the other part of Mr. 
Whitmore’s speech, he was aware of the immense number of islands 
which opened a prospect of a great extension of commerce to this 
couutry. He could state with some satisfaction, that those two em- 
porinms of the commerce of that part of the world, the ports of Singa- 
pore and Mahratta, were, under the arrangements which the East 
India Company seemed disposed to adopt, to be placed in all re- 
spects in the situation of perfect free ports. He looked to it for the 
greatest advantage in the employment of the British flag, and he 
looked also ty the benefit promised by the great intercourse likely. to 
take place between the western part of America and the eastern 
part of Asia.

UPPER CANADA—ALIEN LAW. 

The Naturalization Bill which the Legislature of Upper Canada 
lately passed, has excited, it appears, much dissatisfaction among 
mauy of the inhabitants of that Province, whose benefit the Buil pro- 
fessedly aud principally consuits. Of those iubabi:auts, a consider- 
able number are emigrants from the United States, some of whom 
opposed his Majesty’s arms in the war of the revolution; 
some who, although they took no part in that war, decided, opeoly or 
tacitly, to become citizens of the new Sovereignty by remainimg io 
tue Uoited States after the Act of Separation in 1783, and others 
who were born in the United States subsequent to that Act, of pa- 
reais who opposed the Arms of his Majesty, or who made thei 
| Election in the manner above stated. In the case of Thomas rs. Aclam 

lately decided in the Court of King’s bench, a principle is re-ognized 
which declares those inhabitants of the United Empire who are so 
| cireumstanced, to be aliens, & consequently subject to all the disabil- 
lities of Aliens. In order to redress the evils to which this principle 
| subjecis such of the inhabitanis of Upper Canada as are so situated, 
the Naturatization Bill was brought before the Legislature of that 
That our readers may justly appreciate the 
| spirtt of hostility which has arisen against this bill, we shall give an 
abstract of its provisions, accompanied by an abbreviated opinion of a 
Counsellor at Law of this City, as to the soundness of the principle 
recognized by the Court of King’s bench in the case above cited 

The Preamble to the Bill sets forth, that many perseus have emi- 
grated to the Province from the United States and from foreign 
Countries, since the year 1783, intending to become permanent set- 
tlers, and have exercised and enjoyed allthe rights of subjects, who 
have not been Naturalized by any Act of Parliament, and that it 
would be difficult to provide an adequate remedy by any other than 
a general provision. 

The first section of the Bill provides, therefore, that al! persons not 
natural born subjects, who have permanently resided in any part of 
his Majesty’s Cominions for the space of 7 years previous to the 26th 
of May 1826, or who shall continue so to reside therein for the space 
of 7 vears. thereafter, who shall take and subscribe, ov oath, of such 
residence and of allegiance to his Majesty's Government before some 
one of the persons duly authorized to administer the same, shall be 











like effect as natural born subjects, and shall be takeu to be subjects 
to allintents, constructions aud purposes. as if bora within the pro- 
vinee, 

The 2d section provides that all who claim to be naturalized un 
der this act, shall be taken to have renounced all foreign allegiance 
whatsoever. 

The 3d section makes false swearing under the act, Perjury. The 
remaining sections are auxiiary to the first, and for the iost part 
| merely formal. 
| Jt has been asserted that the principle on which the bill is ground- 
ed is erroneous, and that the individuals it describes, and upon whom 
its Operations ace intended to take effect, cannot be legally and pro- 
perly cousidered as aliens; in reply to this doctrine we would bare- 
ly observe, that the laws of Naturalization are wholly of positive 
lustitutions; that every existing sovereignty of whatsoever form, 
{bas aright to prescribe its own laws and regulations upon this sub- 
ijeet. Blacksto e says, * Naturalization canuot be performed but 
) by actof Parliament.” The Coustitution of the United Srates vests 
'in Congress the power to establish an uniform rule of naturaliza- 
‘tion Buth nations have proceeded upon their right to legislate upou 
bthe subject: both have enacted laws prescribing the forms to be ob- 
| served by such as wish to avail themselves of the rights of citizen- 
sbip, and the forms prescribed by both, have in most respects an 
obvious similarity. The law of England requires a probationary 

residence of 7 yeurs. wiile that of the United ~ tates is satisfied with 
5—and this isthe most prominent difference. Iu mony of the tor- 
mal parts of these laws, they are precisely alike in both countries, 
but if we understand the grounds of the clamour which has arisen 
against the Bill, it is not so much against the right of the Legisla- 
tnre to enact it, or the wisdom of its provisions in obtaining its ob- 
jects. as against the implication which the enactinent of any law at 
vallupon the subject seems to create. The wmwaicontents exclaim, 
we were citizens before—why create a law which deprives us of pri- 
vileges we have always enjoyed, and brings upon us the stigma of 
' being intruders and usurpers?’’ We say, itis not a novel fact in 
political history, that privileges have been wrongfully enjoyed, or 
that rights which have been supposed to rest upon the most stable 
| grounds, have been found upon examination to be wholly without 
support. And surely the objection to the law is very ill taken, that 
' because from accident, or the inattention of the Government, cer- 
tain persons have for along time wrongfully enjoyed great privi- 
leges, therefore the privileges are now rightfully enjoyed, aud there- 
fore the law is unnecessary —that because certain persons have taken 
part of that which did not belong to them, therefore they will now 
take all. This is not one of the cases in which leygth of possession 
| makes original injustice excusable and exalts usurpation into legiti 
mate title. ‘ Nullum tempus occurrit regi” is now an admitted max- 
im in politics a3 well as in jurisprudence, and applies in this case 
with peculiar force. But the best answer to this objection to the bill, 
jand indeed to ali the others that we have heard made, is to be found 
in the decision of the Court of King’s Bench inthe case above cited. 
| If that decision is correct, many of the malcontents must be con- 
| sidered. as holding their estates by avery precarious title, and as 
having no right to the enjoyment of the elective franchise, or of a 
seatin the Legislature, until they are naturalized in some way or 
other: and as this brings us to the main question, whether the rule 
adoptecl by the King’s Bench be correct, or not; we shall subjoin in 
brief the opinion of a gentleman better qualified than we can pre- 
| tend ta be, to decide upon it. 
The decision of the Court of King’s Bench in the case of Thomas 
vs. Actam, which declares all those who resided in the United States 
| in 1783 when the treaty of Independence was executed, to be aliens 
‘to the United Empire, is in my opinion perfectly sound By the.ex- 
| ecution of that treaty, Great Britain renounced forever all right, sov- 
| ereignty and dominion, of, to aud in the colonies and the territories 
_comprised within the same; and by that act, dissolved the mutual 
i bond of allegiance between her, and the inhabitants of the said colo- 
inies. By theexecution of that treaty she renounced her right to call
